ROBERT E. LEE. 


THE PEERLESS HEROOF AMERICAN 
WAR, 


The Uavetiiog of Veleatine’s Reocumtent Gtatue of 
Generel Robert BE. Lee at Lexington, Virginia— 
The Imposing Oeremenies of the Occa- 
sion—Speech of John W. Danisi. 


Lexinotor, June 28.—Valentine’s recum- 
bent figure of General Robert E. Lee was un- 
veiled here to-day with imposing ceremonies, 
in the presence of 6,000 people. General 
Wade Hampton acted as chief marshal, and 
General George Stewart as assistant marshal. 
The procession formed on the university cam- 
pus at 9 o'clock, and marched to the ceme- 
tery, and having decorated the grave of Stone- 
wail Jackson, returned and paid like honors 
to the tomb of General Lee. The exercises 
were opened on the university campus by 
prayer by Rev. R. J. McBride, after which 
General Jubal A. Early, presiding officer, af- 
ter a few fitting remarks, introduced the ora- 
tor of the occasion, Major John W. Daniel, 
For nearly three hours the eloquent , gentile- 
men held his immense audience in rapt at- 
iion. There is but one verdict as to the ad- 
dress, and that is that it is entitled to take its 
place among the masterpieces of American 


oratory. 
THE LEE OF 1561. 

Mr. Daniel opened his remarks by picturing 
the Lee of 1861, as he appeared from his 
beautiful home in Arlington. Taking a 
retrospect, the speaker traced Lee’s lineage 
and his personal record up to the verge of the 
momentous revolution of which he became 
somighty a pillar and so glorious a chieftain. 
But we cannot estimate the struggle 1¢ cost 


him to take up arms against che union, nor 
the sacrifice he made, nor the pure devotion 
with which he consecrated his sword to 
his native state, without looking beyond 
his physical surroundings and following 
further the suggestions of his history and 
character for the springs ef actions which 
prompted his course. Colonel Lee was em- 
phatically a union man, and Virginia, to the 
crisis of dissolution, was a union state. He 
loved the univn with a soldier’s ardent loy- 
alty for the government he served, and with 
a patriot’s faith and hope in the institutions 
of bis country. His ancestors had been 
among the most distinguished afid revered of 
its founders; his own life frem youth upward 
had been spent in its service, and two of bis 
sons, following his footsteps, held commis- 
sions in the army. The troublesome days 
which led to his decision of the question, 
“onder which flag’? he should cast his 
fortune, are vividly sketched There 
was naught on earth that could swerve 
Robert EK. Lee from the path where, 
to his clear conjprehension, honor and duty 
lay. To the statesman, Mr. Francis Preston 
Biair, who brought him the tender of su- 
reme command, he answered: ‘Mr. Blair, 
_look upon secession as anarchy. If l owned 
the four millions of slaves in the south I 
would sacrifice them all to the union; but 
how can I draw my sword against Virginia?’’ 
Draw his sword against Virginia! Perish the 
thought! Over all the voices that called him 


of her who gave it suck; | 
every.. ambitious dream there rose’ the 
face of the angel that guards the door 
ofhome. On the 20th of April, as soon as the 
news of Virginia's secession reached him, he 
resigned his commission in the army of the 
United States and thus wrote to his sister, 
who remained with her husband on the union 
side: 
“With all my devotion to the union and 
the feeling of loyalty and duty of an Ameri- 
can citizen I have not been able to make up 
my mind to raise my hand against my rela- 
tives, my childrén. my home. I have there- 
fore resigned my commission in the army, 
and, save in defense of my native state (with 
the sincere hope that my poor services may 
never be needed), I hope I may never be 
called upon to draw my sword.”’ 
LEE’S RECORD IN THE WAR. 

The tender of bis services to Virginia, his 
gradual development into the central figure 
of the war, the marches, the bivouacs, the 
gloom of defeat, the thrill of victory were all 
vividiy set forth by the speaker. Reaching 
Gettysburg he said: 

‘Then follows the boldest and grandest as- 
saultof modern war—tbe charge upon the 


Gettysburg—a charge that well-nigh ended 
the war with a ‘‘clap of thunder,’’ and was so 
characterized by brave design and dauntiless 
execution that friend and foe alike burst into ir- 
repressibie praise of the great commander who 
directed, and of the valorous men who made 
it. Itfailed. But Lee, unshaken, rallies the 
broken line, .and the next morning stands 
in steady array, flaunting his banners defi- 
antiy and challenging renewal of the strife. 
“It is all my fault,’’ he says. Not so thougat 
hismen. We saw him standing by the road- 
side with his bridle rein over his arm on the 
second day afterwards, as the ariny was with- 
drawing. Pickett’s division filed past him; 
every general of brigade and every field 
Officer of its regiments had fallen; a few tat- 
tered battle flags and a few bundreds of men, 
were ail that/was left of the magnificent body, 
5,000 strong who had made the famous 
charge. Hedstood with uncovered head as if 
he el a conquering host, 
apd withf the conquerors iook upon 
him, Wath proud step the men 
marched by, and as they raised their hats and 
cheered bam there was the tenderness of de- 
voted igfe, mingled with the fire of battle, in 
their eVes. Returning to Virginia in martial 
forpa‘and undismayed, and followed by Meade 
ith that slow and gingerly step which is 
self-explaining, we next behold our general 
displaying that rare self-poise and confidence 
which bespeak ever a great quality, firmness 
ef mindin war. In September, while he 
confronts Meade along the Rapidan, he de- 
taches the entire corps of Longstreet, and 
ere Meade is aware of this weakening of his 
opponent's forces Longstreet is nine hundred 


Tbe dark davs of 1864—the battles of the 
Wilderness, Spottsy!vania, Cold Harbor, Pe- 
tersburg and Lyncuburg—iead the speaker to 
the premonitions of the end. hen this 
point is reached the speaker says: 

Vain was the mighty struggle led by the 
peerless Lee. Genius planned, valor exe- 
cuted, patriotism stripped itself of every 
treasure, and heroism fought and bled and 
died, &hd ailin vain. When the drear win- 
ter of 1864 came at last there came aiso pre- 
monitions of the end. ‘‘The very seed corn 
of the confederacy had been ground up,” as 
President Davis said. The peopie sat at 
naked tables and slept in sheetiess beds, for 
their apparel had been used to bind up 
wounds. The weeds grew in fenceless fields, 

the plough-horse was pulling the 
cannon. Tie churchyard and the man-

The land 
was drained of its substance, and the army 


want of food and raiment, All through the 
bleak winter days aud nights {ts decimated 


noble mind survive when the physical powers 
of nature have been’ exhausted. Like a rock 
of old ocean, it had received and broken and 
hurled back into the deep in bloody foam 
those swiftly-succeedin’ waves of four years 
of incessant battle; but now the rock ltself 
was wearing away, and still the waves came 


on.”’ 
THE SCENE AT APPOMATT@X. 

_General Lee, dressed in his best uniform, 
rides to the front to meet General Grant. For 
several days overtures for surrender had been 
rejected, now surrender was inevitable, and 
the twacommanding officers meet at the Mc- 
Lean house to arrange its terms. The first 
and abiding thought of Lee was the honor of 
his men, for he had determined to “cut his 
way out at all hazag@ls if such terms were not 
granted as he thought his army was entitled 
to demand.’ ‘‘General,’’ said Lee, address- 
ing Grant and opening the conversation, “I 
deem it due to proper candor and frank- 
ness to say at the very beginning of this 
interview that Iam not willing even to dis- 
cuss any terms of surrender inconsistent with 
the honor of my army, which I am determin- 
ed to maintain to the last.’’ Grant gave fitting 
and soldierly response, and the honorable 
terms demanded were agreed to: ‘‘The officers 
to retain their side-arms, private horses and 
baggage;”’ and “‘each officer and man to be al- 
lowed to return to his home,’’ and, mark it, 
‘not to be disturbed by United States author 
ity as long as they observe their parole and 
the laws in force where they reside.”’ 

Thus at last was the liberty of the soldier 
purchased with his blood. 


Andso the army of northern Virginia, 
never broken in battle, passed from action > 
into history; so it perished by the flashing 
of the guns, while victory hung, charmed, 
to its flag, and threw upon its tomb the im- 
mortelles of honor. 

‘*The old order changeth, ylelding place to new, 

And God fulfils Himself in many ways.’’ 
FAREWELL. 


‘*Men, we have fought through the war to- 
gether. I have done my best for you. My 
heart is too full to say more,’’ was Lee’sltter- 
ance to the ragged, battle begrimed boys in 
gray, who, when the dread news of surrender 
spread amongst them, gathered around him 
to shake his hand and testify their undying 
confidence and love. In his published ad- 
dress he said to them: “You will carry with 
you the satisfaction that proceeds from the 
consciousness of duty faithfully performed, 
and | earnestly pray that a merciful God will 
extend to you his blessing and protechon. 
With an unceasing admiration of your con- 
stancy and devotion to your country, anda 
grateful remembrance of your kind and gen- 
erous consideration of myself, I bid you an 
affectionate farewell.’’ | 

As Robert Lee rode from Appomattox to- 
wards Richmond he carried with him the 
heart of every man that had fought under 
him—linked to him with hooks of steel for- 
ever. When he reached the fallen capital of 
the dead confederacy, and rode through its 
ashes and paling fires to his home, a © :dy of 
federal soldiers there, catching a glimpse of 
his noble countenance, lifted their hats and 
cheered, and as the great actor in the bloody 
drama stepped behind the scenes, and the cur- 
taic fell upon the tragic stage of the secession 
war, the last sounds that greeted his ear were 
the generous salutations of respect from those 
against whom he had wielded his knightly 
sword, 

LEE IN RETIREMENT. 

Had the paroled suldier of Appomattox 
carried to retiiement the vexed spirit and 
hollow heart of aruined gamester, nothing 
had remained to him but to drain the dregs 
of a disappointed. career. But there went 
with him that ‘consciousness of duty faith- 
fully performed’’ which consoles every rebuff 
of fortune, sweetens every sorrow, and tem- 
pers every calamity. And now it was that 
he proved indeed what he once expressed in 
language—that ‘‘numan. fortitude should be 
equal to human adversity.’ Once on the. 
Appomattox lines agony had tortured from 
his lips the words: ‘‘How easily I could 
get rid of this, and be at rest. I 
bave only to ride along the lines, and all will 
be over.”’ -But he quickly added: ‘‘[t 1s our 
duty tolive; for what will become of the 
womanandchgldren of the south if we are 
not here tosupport and protect them?’ And 
asthe thought of his country was thus up- 
permost and controlling in the awful hour 
of surrender, so it remained to the closing of 
his life. Ere the struggle ended he had dis- 
closed to aconfidential friend that ‘*he never 
believed we could, against the gigantic com- 
bination—combined for our subjugation— 
make good our independence unless foreign 
powers directly or indirectly assist us,’”’ But, 
said he: ‘‘We had sacred principles to 
maintain and rightsto defend, fur which 
we were in duty bound to do our best, even if 
we perished in the endeavor.’”’ And now that 
this belief was verified, he declared: ‘'Il did 
only what my duty demanded, Icould have 
taken no Other course without dishonor; and 
if all were to be done over again | should act 
in precisely the same manner.’ And when 
those about him mourned the great disaster. 
he said: ‘Yes, :hatisail very sad, and might 
be a cause of self reproach,’ but that we are 
conscious that we bave humbly tried to do 
our duty. Wemay therefore with calm sat- 
isfaction trust in God and leave results to 


Him,”’ 
THE LAST DAYS. 

Lee’s five years ot life. in which he held his 
peace and gave himself to the young of hi 
country, find suitable expression. In 1870,he 
had reached the age of sixty-three. A rovu 
constitution,never abused by injurious habi 
would doubtiess have prolonged his life be- 
yond the three-score years and ten which the 
Psalmist has ascribed as the allowed term of 
man, but many causes were sapping and un- 
dermining it. Ihe exposures of two wars in 
which he had participated, and the tremen- 
dous strain on nerve and heart and brain 
which his vast responsibilities and his accu- 
mulated trials had entailed, had been silently 


and gradually doing their work, and 
now his step had lest something 
f its elasticity, the shoui- 


ers began to stoop as if under a growing 
burden, and the ruddy glow of health upon 
his countenance had passed into a feverish 
flush. into his gars and into his heart had 
beeu poured the afflictions of his people, and 
while composed and self-contained and un- 
complaining, who could have looked on that 
great face, over, whose majestic lineaments 
there stole the shade of sadness, without 
perceiving that grief for those he loved was 
gnawing at the heart-strings?—without per. 
ceiving in the brilliant eye, whica now and 
then bad a faraway, abstracted gaze, that the 
soul within bore a sorrow that only heaven 
could heal. And overall, "God made seft 
his dying pillow.” The particular 
form of hrs mortal malady was rheu- 
matism of the heart, originating 
in the exposure of his campaigns, and aggra- 
vated by the circumstayices of bis many tury 
ing situations. He traveled south in the 
spring of 1870, and in the summer resorted to 
tne Hot springs of Virginia, and when Sep- 
tember came he was again here in better 
heaith and spirits, at his accuscomed work. 
Ona the 24th ot Seprember he conducted, as 
usual, his correspondence and performed the | 
incidental tasks of his office, and after dinner 
he attended a meeting of the vestry of Grace 
Episcopal church, of which body he was a 
member. -A question as to the minister's 
salary coming before the board, and there 
being a deficiency in the amount necessary, 
General Lee said; ‘J will give that sum.’”’ A 
sense or weariness came over him before the 
meeiing ended, and at its close he retired 
with wan, flushed face, Returning home, he

‘Teli Hill he must come up’’ were the 
last words of Lee. Their brave lieutenant, 
who rests under the green turf of Hollywood, 
seems to have been latest in the minds of his 
great commanders, while their spirits, yet in| 
martial fancy, roamed _— the fields of con- 
flict, and ere ope | — to where the soldier 
dreams of battlefields no more. 

THE LESSONS OF HIs LIFE. 

And did he live in vain, the brave and gen- 
tle Lee? And have his works perished with 
him? I would blush to ask the qnestion save 
to give the answer. 

A leader of armies, he closed his career in 
complete disaster. 

But the military scientists studies his cam- 
palgns, and finds in them designs as bold and 

rilliant, and actions as intense and energet- 
ic, as ever illustrated the art of war. The gal- 
lant captain beholds in his bearing courage as 
rare as ever faced a desperate field, or restored 
alostone. The private soldier looks up at an 
image as benignant and commanding as ever 
thrilled the heart with highest impulse of de- 
votion. 

The men who wrested victory from his lit- 
tle band stood wonder-stricken and dbashed 
when they saw how few were those who 
dared oppose them, and generous admiration 
burst into spontaneous tribute to the splendid 
leader who Siete defeat with the quiet resig- 
nation of ahero. The men who fvught un- 
der him never revered or loved him more 
than on the day he sheathed his sword. Had 
he but said the word they would have died 
for honor. It was because he said the word 
that they resolved to live for duty. 

Plato congratulated himself—first, that he 
was born a man; second, that he had the hap- 
piness of being a Greek; and third, that he 
was the cotemporary of Sophocles, And in 
this vast throng to-day, and here and there 
the wide world over, is many an one who 
wore the gray who rejoices that he was born a 
man to do a man’s part for bis country; tnat 
he had the glory of being a confederate, aad 
who feelsa just, proud, and glowing con- 
sciousness in his bosom when he says unto 
himself, “I was a follower of Robert Lee; I 
was a soldier of the army of northern 
Virginia.’ 

Did he wield patronage and power? 

No. He could not have appointed a friend 
to the smallest office. He could bestow no 
emolument upon any of his followers. « But 
an intimation of his wish amongst his own 
people carried an influence which the com- 
mand of the utocrat can never possess; and 
his approval of conduct or character was 
deemed an honor, and was an honor which 
outyied the stars and crosses and titles con- 
ferred by kings. 

Did he gain wealth? 

No. He neither soughtnor despised it. It 
thrust itself upon him, but he put it away 
from him. He refused its companionship 
because his people could not have its com- 
pany. He gave what he had to a weak cause, 
and to those whose necessities were greater 
than hisown. And home itself he sacrificed 
on the altar of his country. But he refuted” 
the shallow worldling’s maxim, that “every 
man has his price,’’ and proved that true 
manhood has none, however great. 

The plunderer of Iniia defends himself by 
exclaiming that ‘when he considered his op- 
portunities he was astonished at hisown mod- 
eration.’’ Mark Antony appeased the anger 
of the Roman populace aguinst the fallen ty- 
rant by reading Cesar will, wherein he left 
them his rich and fair possessions—to them 
anc their heirs forever. The captive of St. 
Helena, aggrandized with the tears and blood 
of Europe, drew his own long will dispensing 
millions to his favorites. Lee had opportuni- 
ties as great as any conqueror and took noth 
ing, not even that which others pushed upon 

im. fe 

But he has left a great, tale, "aren legacy 
to usand our heirsforever. The heart of man 
is bis perpetual kingdom. There he reigns 
transcendent, and we exclaim: ‘Ob! king, 
live forever!’ 

Did he possess rank? 

Notso. Far fromit. He was not even a 
citizen. The country which gave the right of 
suffrage to the alieri ere he could speak its 
language, and to the African freedman ere he 
could read or understand its laws, denied to 
him the privilege of a ballot. He had asked 
amnesty. He had been refused. He had 
not been tried. But he had been convicted. 
He forgave. But he was unforgiven. He 
died a paroled prisoner of war, in the calm of 
peace, five years after war had ended—died 
the foremost and noblest man in a republic 
which proclaims itself ‘‘the land of the free 
and the home of the brave,’’ himself and his 
commander-in-chief constituting the most 
conspicuous of its political slaves. * 

But as the oak stripped of its foliage by 
the winter blast then, and then only, stands 
forth in solemn and mighty majesty against 
the wintry sky, so Robert Lee, stripped ot 
every rank that man could give him, towered 
above the earth and those around him, in the 
pure sublimity and strength of that character 
which we can only fitly contemplate when we 
lift our eyes from earth and see it limned 
against the heaven. 

Did he save his country from conquest? 

No. He saw his every forsboding of eyil 
verified. He came to share the miseries of 
his people. He shared them, drinking every 
drop of Sorrow’s cup. His cause was lost, 
and the land for which he fought lives not 
amongst the nations. But the voice of histo- 
ry echoes the poet's song: 

“Ah! realm oftombs. But let it bear 
This blazon to the last of times; 

No nation rose so white and fair, 
Or fell so pure of crimes.”’ 

Come we, then, to-day in loyal love to sanc- 
tify our memories, to purify our hopes, to 
make strong all a intent by communion 
with the sp.rit of bim who, being dead, yet 
speaketh. Come. child in thy spotiess inno- 
cence; come, maiden in thy purity; come, 
youth in thy prime; come, manhood in thy 
strength; come, mother in thy nobility; 
come, age in oe ripe wisdom; come, citizen; 
come, soldier—let us strew the roses and lilies 
of June around his tomb; for he, like them, 
exhaled in his life nature’s beneficence, and 
the grave has consecrated that life and pag 
it to us all. Come, for here he rests, an 

“On this green bank, by this fair stream, 
We set to-day a votive stone, 
That memory may his deeds redeem 
When like our sires our sons are gone.’’ 
THE CLOSING EXERCISES. 

After the close of the address, Father Ryan 
was introduced, and recited his original 
poem.

“CAPTAIN PAYNE” OF THE RAIDERS,

HORTON’S UNFITNESS. 

The charges of bribery, during his former 
connection with the internal revenue service, 
have been made against Revenue Agent 
Cuarles M. Horton, of Boston, one of Com- 
missioner Evans’s newappointments. These 
Charges were made public in the newspapers 
aud afterwards laid before President Arthur, 
Commissioner Evans to-day notified Horton 
that he must vindicate himself before enter- 
ing upon his new duties. | 

Many letters have been received objecting 
to Horton’s confirmation, One of the letters 
is from a prominent Massachusetts firm, pro- 
testing against Horton’s appointment and 
complaining that while engaged as a special 
agent be distributed the cards of a firm of 
dealers in alcohol and sought to develop their 
Pusiness. The second letter tells its own story. 

‘itis from a member of the firm of Carter, 
Harris & Hawley, druggists, of Boston, and is 
as tollows: Having noticed within a few days 
the appointment by the Hon. Walter Evans of 
Charies W.Horton fora position in the interual 
revenue depariment, I consider it my duty 
asafriend of the administration and of an 
honest government to let you know of my 
experience with him while he was in that de- 
partment before. My business at that time 
was a wholesale druggist. The firm then was 
Carter & Wiley, and in addition to the sale of 
medicines we dealt in wipes and liquors, 
which is customary in that department of 
trade. Some time after the tax was put on 
to whiskies there was a supplementary hill 
passed py congress requiring a1 whiskies on 
hand before the tax was made to be stamped 
by agovernment gauger.

There has been 
one death from smallpox at Perkins’s camp, 
the case being that of a negro gir], aged about 
nine years, The cases at Perkins’s camp 
have been garefully isolated from the rest of 
the — inahigh secluded spot, which 
Dr. Luckie says only a goat or such a 
man as himself can climb into. The case 
at Red Gap has also been isolated, and a com 
fortable shanty has been ordered built, The 
type of the disease is pronounced of a mild 
form, not necessarrily fatalexcept where pa- 
tients are utterly neglected. The ease is 
said to have made itsappearancei” J «camps 
after the arrival there of several n ",ro gam- 
blers from Chattanooga, where the disease was 
epidemic last winter. 

Dr, Luckie will go again te the camps to- 
day, ard will investigate the ramors that have 
arisen of other cases. He is taking every poss- 
ible precaution in his power to prevent any 
serious results trom the present sickness.

The sessions were entirely private, and the 
reason given for this was that matters of in 
terest to crushers only would be discussed.

In talking with anumber of the members 
of the convention a number of interesting 
things in regard to the manu facture of cotton 
seed oil were learned. 

AN INTERVIEW. 

“There are,’ said Mr. Aldige, “sixty mills 
represented at the convention, and we expect 
several more to-morrow.’ 

“How many mills are there?’ 

“There are eighty-five, and we know of 
twenty-five that are in course of building.” — 

“The business, then, is increasing rapidly?” 

“Yes, In 1876 there were only twenty-four 
milis.”’ 

“Can you give the capacity of the mills 
now in operation?’ ce 

‘During the season just closed about 500,- 
000 tons of cotton seed were crushed, and 
roughly estimated the product was 350,000 
barrels of oil. We have not complete re- 
turns and figures, but are endeavoring to col- 
lect ibem, and have corresponded with the 
bureau of statistics with that purpose in 
view.” 

“There isan impression that perhaps your 
convention in Chicago has some connection 
with the talk about its use in the adulteration 
of lard; is that so?’ 

“No, sir. Our last convention was held in 
New York, when the date for the present 
meeting was fixed. This is the time when 
our milis are closed, and many of the manu- 
facturers go west and east to spend the sum- 
mer. Chicago was regarded as a good and 
convenient point at which to meet this year, 
and that is the only reason why we meet 
here now.

OIL, IN ADULTERATION. 

“Ts it true that the oil is used 1n the adul- 
teration of lard?’ 

“if itis we do not know it, but we claim 
that the oil*is a superior, healthful, whole 
some article of food, and that if it is mixed 
with any other articie, such mixture detracts 
from its quality.”’ 

“Is it used us an article of food extensive- 

~» 99? 

“It is used in Europe in the place of olive 
oil, and is preferred by people who are accus- 
tomed io the use of the olive oil. Its use be- 
came so popular in Spain that it was rapidly 
supplanting olive oil, and manufacturers of 
the latter organized a movement to keep it 
out of the country, charging that it was in)u- 
rious to health. King Amadea bad a com- 
mission uf scientists and chemists appointed 
to make an investigation, and, much to the 
surprise of the olive-oil men, a report was 
made that it was healthful and wholesome. 
The poorer classes who had used an inferior 
oil made frum olives that fall from the trees 
found thetotton seed oil much more palat- 
able, and it bas been demonstrated that this 
oil retains its properties much longer than 
olive oil.’’ 

“Is cotton seed oil used for any other. pur- 
pose than as an article of food?” 

VARIOUS USES OF THE OIL. 

“Tt is used extensively in soap making. One 
firm in Chicago buys from 1,200 to 2,000 bar- 
rels a month.”’ 

“Then, so far as you know, none is shipped 
to be used in the adulteration of lard?’’ 

“T have never shipped any to be used for 
that purpose, and there are no dealers in lard 
that | know of who have used any.” | 

“What amount of capital is invested in this 
business in the south?” 

“T have not the figures, but I think it must 
be $10.000,°00 at least. So that you see that it 
is an important industry in the south, and one 
that keeps a large amount of money in circu- 
ation.” 

PRIVATE WORTH. 

In conversation with another member of 
the conventioa it was stated that only about 
124 per cent of the cotton seed was consum- 
ed in the manufacture of oil. Last year the 
product of seed was 3,500,000 tons, of which 
only about 500,080 tons were us¢d in phe man- 
ufacture of oil. 

“What became of the balance? 

“It was usede<a fertilizer. The tPansporta- 
tion facilities are so limited in some sections 
that it does not pay to take the seed to the 
mills.” % 

“Railroads would stimulate the business?’ 

“Certainly. Nearly every railroad or 
branch, as soon as constructed, starts one or 
more mills.” ; 

“What uses are made of the oil?’ 

“The refined grade is used as an illuminat- 
ing oil in mines. It is also used iy cooking 
and as an adulterant in other oils, linseed oil 
for instance. ‘he residum left after the re- 
fining process is usedin the manufaeture of 
soap.” 

“Has the flurry in lard had any effect on 
cotton seed o11?”’

Two members of the court are participants in 
the conduct that has shattered public faith 
in this high tribunal. The republican party 
is particeps criminis in dragging the ermine 
down into the mire of gossip and irreverence.

They were anticipated one 
year ago. Two members ef the court sat in 
this case when a politici party had just se- 
lected¢hem as candidates on a ticket, whose 
success was held contingent upon the result 
of the court’s finding. The democratic 
party can be made _ to bear no° 
share for the popular discredit 
cherished for the decision. The 
Times deplores that acquiescence should be.

Constitu- 
tional the law may be. Unwise and unjust 
it certainly is. Thata broad principle has 
not been traversed, no court could convince 
the democratic party. It has won victories 
heretofore in the face of court decisions that 
afterward were declared wrong and the best 
thought of the people has held unjust. The 
decision will cement the party and will silence 
the silly clatter that an alliance with liquor 
exists. There will be much to discuss, and it 
would be surprising should not the obnoxious 
and ineffective provisions of this law be thor- 
oughly considered.”

PROTECTING THE COTTON CROP, 

Tue Constitution alluded a few days ago 
to that portion of the report of the special 
committee of the Savannah cotton exchange 
which dealt with the scant accommodations 
that have been provided at the various rail- 
road stations throughout the state for the re- 
ception of cotton and other bulky produce, 
It appears that the railroad commission al- 
ready had the matter under consideration. 

Circular No. 39, issued yesterday, orders 
that each railroad company in Georgia shall 
provide at every freight station on its lines 
on or before the first of September next suit- 
able and adequate depot or shed room for the 
reception and protection from theft or dam- 
age by weather of ali cotton or other articles 
of merchandise that may be offered for imme- 
diate shipment. The circtlar provides that 
where depot room is not now sufficient to 
meet this requirement, cheaply constructed 
wooden sheds may be supplemented to fully 
protect cotton or other merchandise from 
dampness by contact with the ground, or 
from the rain. 

Railroads are not required to receive cotton 
or other merchandise and warehouse the 
same unless the articles offered are in good 
shipping condition, well prepared by proper 
packing and intelligent, plain marking, and 
accompanied with orders for immediate ship- 
ment. * 

The circulgr is in all respects an important 
one. isa tae time there has been com- 
plaint of the damage done to cotton by ex- 
posing it to the weather at railroad stations, 
and it would be impossible to estimate the 
losses that bave accrued to producers and 
owners on account of this preliminary care- 
lessness. There is probably no staple product 
in the world as carelessly handled from be- 
ginning to end as the cotton crop of 
the south, It is carelessly picked 
and still more carelessly ginned. 
The packing and baling _— process 
is the very abandon of carelessness. It is 
packed without regard to grade, and baled 
without regard to protecting it from sand or 
grit. itis nothing uncommon to see cotton 
going te market on wagons with the baggin 
torn and the lint hanging out in great flakes. 
Then it is carried to some railroad station te 
lie exposed to wind and rain until it can be 
transported to its destination. 

Every movement from the field to the fac- 
tory represents a loss to the producer in ac?ual 
cash value, and the aggregate loss to the 
south, if it could be estimated, would astonish 
and confound those who deal so carelessly 
with the precious staple. The circular of the 
commission is intended to cure a few of the 
results of this general carelessness, but it 
would be money in the pockets of the planters 
if they would improve their methods of pre- 
paring the crop for market and thus add 
largely to its cash value. 

When the railroads provide protection for 
cotton offered for transportation, let the 
planters give thei: great staple all the ad- 
vantages that may result from careful gin- 
ning, packing and baling, and they wilt then 
begin to have a faint idea of the vast 
sums they have been throwing away by reason 
of their carelessness. 7

THE SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY. 


Hon. “4. E. Harris Kepliies to Certain Strlctures 


Reeentiy Made. 
Macon, Ga., June 27, 1883.—Editors Constitution: 


In your issue of this date, writing cditorially on the 


subject of technical training in Georgia, you say: 
‘*‘We regret that the legislative committee which 
has in charge the subject of technical training did 


not make a wider circuit in their investigation of the 


higher industrial schools,’’ and you express or inti- 


mate the belief that the kind of instruction af- 


forded by the Boston and Worcester schools of tech- 
nology is neither suited to the present needs of the 
youth of Georgia nor to their capacity. 

As there isanimplied censure of the committee 


in this editorial, I ask permission to state one or two 


facts: 

1. The house resolution under which the con:- 
mittee were acting directs them ‘'to iuvestigate and 
consider the propriety and expediency of establish- 
ing in this state a school of technology uuder the 
supervision and direction of the State university 
and as part thereof, to be endowed by the state, and 
that scaid committee report their conclusions to this 
house at the adjourned session thereof.’’ 

THe committee were informed before they started 
that the only schools of techuology proper in the 
United States were those in Massachusetts, New 
York and New Jersey. Hence they naturally con- 
cluded that in these institutions they could get the 
information desired. They were in possession of 
the catalogue of the manual training school of 
Washington university, of St. Louis, Mo., before 
they leit, but they thought that the ‘school of 
technology’’ referred to in the resolution included 
something more than is contained in the training 
school iy mentioned. 

2. hat. school includes instruction 
in ‘*mathematics, drawing and the 
English branches of a high school course and in- 
struction and practice in the use of tools. The tool 
instruction includes only carpentry, wood turning, 
pattern making, iron chipping and filing, forge 
work, brazing and soldering and the use of ma- 
chine shop tools.”’ 

The plan of this school was taken,I am informed, 
from the Massachusetts Technological institute. 
The lattes school not only includes all the above 
but has in addition a department of assaying and 
mining, a department of spinning and weaving tex- 
tiles and a department of applied chemistry. 

In the discussion of the resolution referred to, 
great stress was laidupon the necessity of the de- 
partmentsin which should be taught the arts of 
weaving and assaying: I do not believe any bill 
can every pass the house without previews for one 
or both these departments. The spinning and 
weaving department is notin the Washington upi- 
versity at all I think, though the other departments 
referrred to may be included in some other feature 
of that institution. 

All of these polytechnic schools are fashioned in 
the Russian method. They differ only in the num- 
ber of branches included, the means afforded, and 
the extent to which the instruction is carried 

3. It was not the object of the committee, nor of 
the house, to provide means for an ordinary indus- 
trial schoo]. It may be, as you say, that ‘‘to furnish 
our infant industries with a polytechnic school, is 
like buyinga hat for the baby,’ but that is what 
the resolution contemplates, and all that our consti- 
tution would pene? allow usto do. Is it nota 
little strange that the people of Massachusetts also 
bought the ‘‘hat’’ fimt? The ‘coincidence’ you 
refer to, in the fact that Boston and Atlanta are both 
to begin the plan of lower industrial education this 
year, isin harmony with this view. If the people 
of Massachusetis are all born mechanics aud manu- 
facturers, they do not need traing schoo 
vee oe the superintendent of education recom- 
mends, 

4, Bat, Messrs. Editors, it was the wish of those 
advocating this measure to establish and build up 
in ouy state a polytechnic institute, ‘endowed by 
the state,’’ which would not onlydo credit tothe 
state, but furnish to her sons the means for acquir- 
ing a technical education, so thorough and so com- 
prehensive that there would be neither need nor 
excuse for sending them to northern schools in 
order to complete the work of instruction. If the 
cities would embark in the high school industrial 
training refered to by you, of course this would 
complete the system and furnish feeders for the 
highest institute. I wish it couid be so.

Burned to Death—An Aged Forger Arrested—The 
Texas Lynching. 

New York, June 28,—Isaac A. Briggs, 
broker, Wesley Lyon, lawyer, and Emile 
Brie, a lawyer, nearly seventy years old, were 
arrested to day on a charge of selling forged 
Missouri state bonds to Edwin R. Kirk, sail- 
maker, Kirk was induced to purchase bonds 
of the face value of $271,185, but subsequent- 
ly learned that Brie had had similar bonds 
lithographed in this city on the representa- 
tion that he wasa state official of Missouri. 
Briggs was cent to prison some years ago for 
attempting to blackmail John Jacob Astor. 
Brie ranks as a professional forger. Lyon was 
arrested a year ago on a charge of “yee 
forged bonds, but was released on bail an 
never tried.

The Richmon@ and Alleghany.

The Richmond and Alleghany railroad has beén 
thrown into the hands of receivers. Vice President 
Axtell and Mr. Myers, of New York, have been ap- 
pointed receivers. It is said this action was taken 
to prevent the road from falling into the hands of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad company. 

The holders of the first mortgage consented to the 
application and the company made bo opposition, 
The first mortgage ponds amount to $5,000,000, and 
the second to $4,000,000, about $3,000,000 of which 
he.ve been issued.

The con- 
tracts for the land were all made before the present 
company took charge of the road. The company 
purchased the contracts of the Gordons and, of 
course, bought them in good faith. It may be true, 
and it doubtless is true, that there 
were rome misunderstandings but they were not as 
frequent, or as great as the article would indicate. 
The contracts were made by agents and were re- 

rted to Geveral Gordon, e of course cannot be

But let's take another 
view of it. The lands were absolutely valueless.

The Florida Ship Canal. 
From the New Orleaas Times-Democrat. 
Yesterday Mr, Charles H. Jones, editor of the 


paper published in the state of Florida, arrived in 
the city and registered at the St. Charles hotel 


Hearing that Mr. Jones was a member of the board 
of directors of the Florida Ship Canal company and 
chairman of the Florida executive committee of the 
company, a reporter of the Times-Democrat called 
on him to obtain information relative to this grand 

roject and facts relative to the meeting of the 

aid, held in New York ten days ago, and at which 
he acted as seeretary. Mr. Jones said: 

‘Within a short time General Stone himself will 
be on the ground, and the corps of engineers will 
be increased. It ise@xpected that General Stone’s 
report, locating the precise line of the canal will be 
ready for submission to the board within the next 
six weeks.”’ 

Rep.— What will be the next work in order? 

Ans.—As soon as that report isrendered and ac- 
cepted by the board of directors a chart will be 
made for filing in the office of the secretary of state 
of Fjorida, and then we shall be ready for business. 
The engineers will proceed at once to make their 
Specifications and estimates. | 

Rep.—Is'it the intention of the company to let 
out the construction of the canal to contractors? 

Ans.—Thavpoint has not as yet been determined 
upon. It isprobable that a couriderable portion of 
the work will be let to contractors, but the company 
itself will probably do the larger part of excavating 
and dredging. itisintended to purchase and use 
powelfui dredges, similar to those that are being 
now manufactured in Philadelphia for the Panama 
canal, These dredges are probably ihe most pow- 
erful machines ever constructed by man. They 
cost. $300,000 each, and one of them 
will do the work of 5,000 men. 
They will pick up a boulder as large as an or- 
dinary street car as if it were a pebble, and a soft 
limestone rock, which is the prevailing formation 
in Florida,will be scooped up by it as easily asif it 
were milk. At-each scoopof thearm they raise 
from two to five tous of excavated material, and 
with a colossal swing land it sixty feetaway. Itis 
not likely that acontractor would be willing to in- 
vest the money required for two or three or these 
machines, so itis probaale the company will pur- 
chase them and superintend their work. 

Rep.—By using these machines I suppose the 
time for digging the cana: would be cousiderably 
shortened ? 

Ans.— Beyond all doubt, and that is precisely the 
object in using them. When ithas once been begun 
the work will be pushed with all possible vigor,and 
use will be made ofall. kuown .labor-saving ma- 
chines. 

Rep.—Has any date been fixed for the completion 
of the canal? 

Ans.—That wouid hardly be possible, butit is 
confidently expected that, should no unforseen en- 
gineering obstacle be encountered, the canal will 
be open for traflic within two years from the date 
of the commencement of the work. 

Rep.—Lt is intended that the canal shall be avail- 
able for the largest sea going ships? 

Ans.—Jtis. Tne plan is for atide water ship 
canal across the peninsula, 100 feet wide at the 
bottom of 30 feet deep, and available, therefore, for 
the largest vesrels that can load at your wharves 
aud go out into the guif through the passes. That 
reminds me that our enterprise is very closely 
linked with New Orieanvs and its shipping facilities. 
What we must doin order to make the caval an 
unquestionable success is to provide a water way 
that will accommodate any ship or vessel that New 
Orleans can load and send out inio the 
Guif. New Orleans, in fact, must be 
kept conStantly in view, for she will be cur real 
western terminus, while our eastern terminus will 
be ‘he long line: of the Atilaniic co st and all the 
seaports of Europe. I corfidentiy believe that New 
Orleans has far more at stake in the building of 
this canal than hasany other single locality, not 
rosie es, Florida herself. The first effect of the 
canal wiil be to divert the enormous mass of prod- 
uc's which now go east by rail from the Mississippi 


valley and the northwest. to the Mississippi 
river and New Orleans, for it is a law 
of trade that commerce, other things being 


equal, wiil seek the cheapest line of transportation. 
When a vessel can load at your wharves with on 
or cotton and convey that grain or cotton to Liver- 
pool or Bremen, in about the same space of time 
that it can be carried across the continent to New 
York and there transhipped, itcannot be doubted 
that that will be the course of our trade. [t is esti- 
mated thatgrain can be rrought by barge from 
many accessible points along the Mississippi to New 
Orleans at about one-tenth of what it costs to trans- 
port by rail to New York, Boston or Baltimore. 

The ship canal will tend to equalize ocean freight 

both as to cost and time. Furthermore the con- 
struction of the canal will render it certain that 
New Orleans will be the shipping point for all pro- 
ducts of the opulent southwest waich are just being 
opened by railroad. 
Jay Gould has promised that the canal shall have 
the co-operation of his great system of railroads 
ramifying the southwest and extending to the Paci- 
fic and the whole of the stupendous traffic must 
pay tribute to New Orleans as well as to the canal. 
Nothing seems plainer, in fact, than that, if this 
canal be constructed, and if it be used by the 
world’s commerce to anything like the extent to 
which the Suez canai is used to-day, New Orleans 
will speedily compete with New York for the first 
place asa shippind pointand commercial eentre.

The farm 
which Colonel Newman will conduct will be 
an experimental station in the fullest 
sense, embracing the rearing of blooded 
stock, fish, bees, etc. The colonel will de- 
liver weekly lectures to the students, and 
will make tours of the state and arouse inter- 
est in scientific agriculture. The plans are 
all well matured and promise to be of great 
benefit to Alabama. Colonel Newman’s res: 
ignation of his position with the state depart- 
ment of agriculture will be made to take 
effect on the Ist of August.
